had ſome ſhare of wit, and when his mind 
was perfectly at eaſe, would often oblige his 
friends by ſinging The Roaſt Beef of Old 
England,” a ſong of which he was peculiarly 
fond. Reports have been circulated, that 
Bradbury has been known to fing it in the 
veſtry of his meeting; but I am well aſſured 
that ſuch reports are without foundation. 
When queen Ann died, Mr. Bradbury could 
not diſſemble his joy; he put on a pair of 
yellow, inſtead of a pair of black gloves, and 
publickly thanked God for the death of the 
queen. This was honeſt, but we cannot ay 
it was wiſe, prudent, or becoming a miniſter i 
of the goſpel ; it was highly indelicate and 
juſtly cenſurable. Bradbury's wit, was an- 
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ed to the laſt edition of the Analogy.

templating with the eye of Newton, the hea- 
venly orbs floating through the unmeaſurable 
regions of ſpace, he condeſcended to write 


hymns for the ſmiling babe in its cradle! 


Watts had a fine genius for poctry, and his 
«Lyric Poems,” are excellent compoſitions 
His Verſion of the Pſalms,” is ſmooth and 
eaſy, and ſometimes elegant — He has, how- 
ever, ſpiritualiſed thoſe Pſalms too much, and 


his Hymns have rather a tincture of enthuſi- 


aſm diffuſed throughout them. As a divine* 
Watts exceled! His ſermons are nervous 


neat, and correct, they are entirely diveſted ot 


thoſe illiberal prejudices which diſgrace reli- 
gion and 1njure its cauſe. Some of the moſt 


illuſtrious characters of the age honoured Watts 
with their friendſhip, eſteem, and correſpond- 
ence—Biſhop Gibſon, Archbiſhop Herring,

Biſhop of Worceſter. A celebrated prelate, 
and an admired orator. He honoured Dr. 
Doddridge with his friendihip; and when 
the Doctor was ordered to repair to Liſbon, 
Bp. Maddox moſt politely offered his chariot 
to convey him to the ſea coaſt. In 1752, 
Dr. Maddox preached a ſermon “ on Inocu- 
lation for the Small Pox; which contribut- 
ed greatly to extend the practice of inocula- 
tion. Dr Maddox died 1759. 


THOMAS GREEN, D.D. 
Late Biſhop of Lincoln. He publiſhed two 


letters On the Principles and Practices of 


the Methodiſts:“ the firſt addreſſed to Mr 
Berridge, the ſecond to Mr Whitfield. His 
Lordſhip's ſentiments were extremely liberal; 

and 
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and he was the only prelate who diſſented _ 
from his brethren when the bill for the relief 
of the Proteſtant Diſſenters was rejected. De 
Green died in 1779, and was fucceeded by 
Dr Thurlow in his biſhoprick. | 


JAMES SAURIN, 


A moſt eloquent preacher, and paſtor of the 
French church at the Hague. His ſermons 
have been tranſlated into Engliſh by the late 
Rev. Mr Robinſon of Cambridge. Saurin's 
preaching produced the greateſt effects upon 
his auditory, who were as brilliant, learned 
and polite, as any miniſter can be called to 
addreſs. To the ſtubborn and 1mpenitent 
ſinner, his voice was like the rattling thun- 
der; to the meek and .humble followers of 
the Lamb, it was like the muſic of the grove. 
He died at the Hague, 1737. He wrote 
*« Diſſertations on the Bible—A Treatiſe on 
Education, drawn up for the uſe of the Prince 
of Wales — And an Enquiry into the Expedi. 
ency of ſometimes diſguiſing the Truth.“ This
